Allyson thank you for the introduction. 

I am attaching a notice from the City for a public hearing on Tuesday, December 13 at 2:30 pm in Room 106, City Hall. 

As Allyson can tell you we have ben following the plans for the Parker Center Building ( Los Angeles Street Civic Building Project) since 2006! 
The City has conducted an EIR (Environmental Impact Report) which give three options: 1) To leave the Buildinging basically as is, 2) To modify 
the building and 3) To take the building down and rebuild the building. 

The City began this process for several reasons, the building was damaged in the the earthquake and needs to be retrofitted to be occupied. 
Since the earthquake many city departments have been renting offices space in downtown Los Angeles and the cost of rent and time lost in 
travel for meetings to City Hall are all costs to the City. 


Little Tokyo Business Association and the Little Tokyo BID is supporting option 3. We would like to see the building built so that it connects to 
Little Tokyo and provides a connection with commercial activity on the Judge John Aiso side of the building.
